German Air Raiders 
In Daylight Attack 


Coast Towns

Bombs Are Dropped on 
Felixstowe and Harwich. 
Eight Persons Are Killed 
and 25 Injured. 


London, July 22.—Another daylight 
raid, carried out over the east coast 
of England this morning, resulted in 
the repulse of about twenty German 
airplanes after they had dropped a 
number of bombs over Felixstowe and 
Harwich, killing eight persons and in- 
juring twenty-five. 

An alarm was sounded in London, but 
before the Germans could reach any 
point near the city they were attacked 
heavily by defending squadrons of air- 
craft, which speedily caused them to 
beat a hasty retreat. So far as has 
been reported none of the Germans was 
brought down. 

Official Report on Raid. 

The folowing official account of the 
raid was issued: 

“A squadron of enemy airplanes— 
from fifteen to twenty one—approached 
Felixstowe and Harwich at 8 o'clock this 
morning. Some bombs were dropped, 
but the heavy fire of the anti-aircraft 
defense caused the enemy’s formation to 
split up, part returning overseas and 
part proceeding south, down the Kssex 
coast. The latter party was heavily en- 
gaged by gun fire all down the Kssex 
cuoast, and finally proceeded homeward 
without dropping more bombs. The 
raiders were pursued out to sea and 
heavily engaged by our airplanes, but 
the visibility was low and the diffi- 
culties vf observation were very great. 

“The casualties at Felixstowe and 
Harwich so far are eight killed and 
twenty-five injured.” 

The total casualties in the air raid, 
according to an official statement issued 
this evening, number 11 killed and 26 
injured. The damage to property is in- 
significant. 

“A patrol of the Royal Flying Corps,” 
says the statement, “encountered some 
hostile machines returning to Belgium 
and brought down one at sea near the 
coast.”’

ATLANTA WILL PROTEST 
CHANGE IN THE PLANS 


Ivan Allen Says That the 
Chamber of Commerce 
Will Make Every Effort to 
Retain Camp in This City. 


Announcement that the war depart- 
ment had made a sweepng change in 
the plans for the second officers’ train- 
ing camp and that Georgia troops 
would be trained at Fort Oglethorpe 
instead of at Fort McPherson came as 
a complete surprise last night to civic 
and municipal officials of Atlanta. 

No official notice of the change had 

been received here by government offi- 
cers, but they“had heard rumors of the 
intended change in the plans and gave 
it as their opinion that the switch in 
plans was ordered because it had been 
found that there was not sufficient 
open territory around Fort McPherson 
to maneuver troops. 
; Ivan Allen, president of the Atlanta 
i'\Chamber of Commerce, said last night 
ithat members and officials of the cham- 
ber would start a campaign immedi- 
‘ately to retain the second camp. for 
Atlanta. 

“I am very much surprised,” said Mr. 
Allen, “‘since this is the very first in- 
timation that I have had that a change 
was even under consideration in Wash- 
‘ington. 

“We will get busy at once on a cam- 
paign to retain the camp. Atlanta 

must not lose it now, after having had 
the first camp. I cannot understand 
‘the action of the war department in 
making such a change at this time.”

The consensus of opinion among the 
exemption board chairmen in practical- 
ly every district in Atlanta is to the 
effect that the estimate of 50 per cent 
exemptions is too conservative. The es- 
timates furnished The Constitution by 
members of the boards last night range 
from 60 to 80 per cent. There are none 
who believe that it will be as low as 
50, and all believe that a second or third 
call will be necessary. 

J. R. Seawright, chairman of Division 
No. 1, is of the opinion that only 25 per 
cent will be accepted. 

L. Press Huddleston, chairman of Dis- 
trict No. 2, estimates that from 25 to 
33 1-3 per cent will be accepted. 

Aldine Chambers, chairman of the 
third district, said he did not care to 
make an estimate, but did not believe 
that exemptions will be as low as 50 
per cent. 

Will Accept 40 Per Cent. 


Charles T. Nunnally, of the fourth dis- 
trict board, is of the opinion that 40 per 
cent will be accepted.

ATTACK S URGED 
CON FOREIGN FOES 


Provisional Government at 
Petrograd Issues Procla- 
mation Setting Forth the 


Seriousness of Situation. | 


Petrograd, July 22.—The provisional 
government has issued a proclamation 
to the nation setting forth the serious- 
ness of the situation, declaring that its 
first duty is to apply its whole strength 


l against the foreign foe and in defense 


of the administration against anarch- 
ical and counter revolutionary attempts 
and outlining important reforms 
throughout the country. The procla- 
mation says: 

“Citizens: The fatal hour has struck. 
The German emperor's armies have bro- 
ken the front of the national revolu- 
tionary army. This terrible operation 
has been facilitated by the criminal 
levity and blind fanaticism of some and 
the treachery of others. At this fate- 
ful moment when, taking advantage 
of the general confusion, the hidden 
forces of counter revolution can raise 
their heads, the remodeled provisional 
government clearly realizes its heavy 
responsibilities. 

“The government firmly believes that 
the crisis will lead to recovery, not 
death. Strong in that belief, the gov- 
ernment is ready to act with the energy 
and resolution the exceptional crrcum- 
stances demand. The government re- 
gards as its first and capital task the 
application of its whole strength to the 
struggle against the foreign foe and 
to the defense of the new §govern- 
ment regime against every anarchical 
and counter revolutionary attempt, 
without hesitating to take the rigorous 
measures in ite®mower. At the same 
time, the gove ‘ent reiterates that 
not a drop of bloou of a Rugsian sol- 
dier shall be shed for any foreign end, 
as already proclaimed to the whole 
world.” 

The proclamation proceeds to state 
that in accordance with the declara- 
tion of May 19 the government intends 
to summon the entente allies to a con- 
ference in August to decide upon a 
general orientation of the allies’ foreign 
policy and to co-ordinate their actions 
with regard to the pepuantion to the 
principles proclaimed by the Russian 
revolution. At this conference Russia 


will be represented, in addition to dip- 
lomats, by representatives of the Rus- 


sian democracy. 

“The government,” continues’ the 
proclamation, “considers it indispen- 
sable immediately to elgg oo with a 
series of measures putt ne the princi- 
ples announced on May 19 into opera- 
tion and adheres to the steps already 
taken to convene a constituent as- 
sembly on September 30. The speediest 
introduction of autonomy for munic- 
palities based on direct, equal, secret, 
universal suffrage and the extension of 
this principle to the entire country is 
the government’s chief problem in in- 
ternal policy.” 

The government will forthwith pro- 
ceed with the organization of local 
executive authorities, the statement 
says, and will also at an early date 
promulgate a decree abolishing classes

New York, July 22.—(By Associated 
Press. From Buropean Cables of the 
Day.)-——The French and Russian fronts 
continues the scenes of the greatest 
military activity. 

In France, in the region between 
Soissons and Rheims, the French have 
again given an exhibition of their te- 
nacious ability at defense, like that 
which held the Germans back from 
Verdun. 

The Russian line in Galicia appar- 
ently is crumbling by reason of the 
disaffection of some of the troops and 
the vicious assaults the Germans and 
Austro-Hungarians, especially the Ger- 
mans, are throwing against it. 

Notwithstanding the heavy losses the 
Germans had thus far sustained in their 
attacks along the Chemin-des-Dames 
in France, they again made fruitless 
éfforts Sunday to defeat General Pe- 
tain’s forces, delivering at various 
points attacks with large effectives 
among whom were fresh _ reinforce- 
ments. From Epine de Chevreegny to 
the south oft Corbeny, approximately 
twelve miles, the artillery of the crown 
prince pounded the French positions 
mercilessly in the early morning, after 
which the leash was slipped from the 
infantry, which attacked on several 
sectors only to meet with a galling 
‘fire from the French rifles and machine 
“guns. Often the opposing troops came 
into hand-to-hand encounters. Several 
| times the Germans reached the Case- 
mates plateau, but each time were 
| driven back, suffering enormous cas- 
| ualties. Only at one point, on the 
| Californie plateau, were they able to

iGERMANS PURSUE 
FLEEING RUSSIANS. 


With the continued forward press 
be the Gérmans in the region of Zloch- 
off, Galicia, the Russian line on the 
front south of Brzezany is beginning 
to give way, according to the latest 
German official communication.

DRAFTED MEN ALLOWED 


T0 ENLIST FOR SERVICE 


May Join Army or National 
Guard Until Called by 
Exemption Boards. 


Washington, July 22.—Those selected 
for service under the draft will be 
permitted to enlist in the regular army 
or national guard at any time prior to 
their call for examination before ex- 
emption boards, probably ten days 
hence, Provost Marshal General Crow- 
der announced tonight. They will not 
be allowed, however, to join the ma- 
rine corps. 

The first men actually drafted prob- 
ably will be detailed to the regular 
army in order to bring that branch 
up to its full war strength of 300,000, 
if the 35,000 enlistments needed are 
not obtained before examinations be- 
gin. The next will be put into the na- 
tional guard.

BY CHARGING GERMANS 


With the French Armies in France, 
July 22.—(By the Assoctated Press.)— 
The fifth division of the German guard, 
in its furious attack on the eastern end 
of the Chemin-des-Dames, on the Aisne 


front, during Thursday night and Fri- 


day morning, gained nothing but a 
death trap in the shape of a trench 500 
Or 600 yards long on the northern side 
of the crest between Casemates and 
Californie plateau, above Craonne. The 
objective of the Germans, to obtain pos- 
session of observation points, was de- 
feated totally.

NATIONAL BANK SYSTEM 
SHOWS GREAT GROWTH 


Washington, July 22 nese of the 
national banking system within the 
last fiscal year, Comptroller Williams 
announced tonight, brought total re- 
sources to a total surpassing all pre- 
vious records. 

At the close of the fiscal year there 
were in operation 7,635 national banks, 
163 new banks, with a capital of 
$9,470,000, having been chartered dur- 
ing the twelve months, while only 23 
banks, with $6,225,000 capital, were 
liquidated. One hundred and fifty 
banks increased their capital $25,570,- 
490 during the year, making the total 
increase fn the system’s capital $34,- 
977,090. 

Of the new national banks chartered, 
the largest number, 34, were in Mon- 
tana. California and Texas had 165 
each: Kansas, 9; New York, 7; Minne- 
sota and Virginia, 6 each; Idaho, 5, and 
New Mexico and Pennsylvania 4 each.

American Training Camp in France, 
July 22.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
The chaplains with the American troops 
began their Sabbath duties early today, 
and by 7 o’clock most of them were in 
automobiles which carried them from 
one encampment to another. They spoke 
briefly to the men, delivering no ser- 
mons in the customary sense of the 
word, but talking to and with the sol- 
diers. The substance of their talks was 
an admonition to the men: to remember 
they were engaged in a man’s game, not 
a child's, and to act accordingly. 

More than one chaplain paid fMigh 
compliment to the soldiers for their 
manly bearing, and urged continuance 
of the attitude which has permitted the 
men to settle down in the commenity 
wihout the slightest friction and with- 
out anv of the evils which sometimes 
occur in such circumstances. 

The services today, which were the 
first since the arrival of the troops, 
were undenominational in the main. 
Soldiers of the Catholic faith not only 
attended the chaplains’ talks, but in 
many imstances went to the small 
Catholic churches that dot this section 
of France. It was a day of rest for 
the men, who were relieved of their 
drilling and long hikes. In the after- 
noon there was a baseball game.

Washington, July 22.—<An appeal for 
conservation of the country’s oil sup- 
Ply by curtailment of pleasure riding 
in motors and by eliminating other 
sources Of waste while production is 
increased was issued tonight by Chair- 
man A. C. Bedford, of the defense coun- 
cil’s petroleum committee. Mr. Bedford 
is president of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey. 

“This country,” said the statement, 
“is producing crude oil at the rate of 
about 300,000,000 barrels a year, but it 
is using it at the rate of 335,000,000 bar- 
rels a year. The country is absorbing 
the entire current production and draw- 
very rapidly upon its reserve sup- 
plies.

rapid development of the auto- 
largely responsible for pres- 
conditions. Today there are more 
tour million cars, demanding over 
forty million barrels of gpasoline a year. 
Other uses of gasoline and oil are ex- 
panding upon an enormous scale. 

“Because of the demand, the price of 
oil has risen, thus stimulating 
more producers to drill new wells. 
Though this drilling has been going on 
great aggressiveness, the returns 
from such efforts are not as satisfac- 
tory as they were a year ago. 

“If our government is to have the 
petroleum it will need to prosecute the 

war successfully, and supply all neces- 
sities directly gzrowing out of the war, 
two steps will have to be taken, namely: 

“1. The public will have to economize 
in the use of gasoline. sufficient gaso- 
line should be available to provide for 
all the normal uses of automobiles. But 
‘pleasure riding should be curtailed. Peo- 
ple should look upon their automobiles 
as necessities, to be used only when 
needed. Nota gallon of gasoline should 
be used in the present emergency except 
for some useful end. 

“2 Every oil producer in the coun- 

vy should be encouraged as a patri- 
otic effort to secure the utmost possi- 
ble output of crude oil. The present 
expense of drilling new wells is very

great and increasing, and the results 
are often discouraging. But there is 
oil to be had if producers in the oil 
business will redouble their efforts to 
get it out of the ground. 

“IT have the utmost confidence in the 
spirit with which the government will 
meet this problem in the matter of 
price, which is now being investigated 
by the federal trade commission. The 
petroleum industry has gone into this 
situation wholehearted and with an eve 
single to assisting the government in 
its stupendous problem, and I am con- 
vinced that the government on its part 
will meet the situation in a liberal and 
broadminded spirit.”

And how fortunate it is so; otherwise 
the president and the public would right- 
fully misunderstand the state, if its atti- 
tude were to be judged by its official 
spokesmen in the senate. 


EMULATING THE ENEMY. 


Despite the absorption of war, England 
already has set machinery in motion prep- 
aratory for reconstruction and at as rapid 
rate as possible when peace comes; and 
very properly these anticipatory measures 
and steps have to do with education. 

According to Associatéd Press correspon- 
dence, “the present educational system, or 
lack of system, has been found so full of 
defects that a committee has spent a year 
studying the problem;” and its recommenda- 
tions are shortly to be embodied in a report 
to the house of commons by the president 
of the board of education. 

It is somewhat surprising, perhaps, that 
in attacking its own educational problem, 
England looks to Germany as a model after 
which to pattern in reorganizing and reshap- 
ing its own system for post-bellum recon- 
struction. 

Strange, it may be, in light of the 
present intense animosity between the two 
nations; yet it is quite proper for the sim- 
ple reason that Germany has an educational 
system commanding the respect of the en- 
tire world, and which has yielded Germany 
what the English authorities admit to be 
“a rich. harvest of social and economic ben- 
efit.” And it is admitted that Germany 
“faces its otherwise dubious economic future 
with at least one advantage of which noth- 
ing can deprive it: A system of national 
education which is vastly more thorough in 
conception than the English,” and which is 
a powerful “working concern.” 

Emulation of its enemy in this respect 
speaks well for England; itis proof that 
England places the welfare of its youth 
above the plane of national bitterness, and 
is great enough to submerge war hatred in 
its own greater educational and economic 
interests when peace again reigns. 

In substance, the English educational 
committee recommends a longer period of 
full-time education, followed by a period of 
compulsory part-time schooling. It proposes 
a uniform raising of the age for quitting ele- 
mentary schools to fourteen years, “subject 
to no exceptions whatever;”’ and from four- 
teen to eighteen years, it urges, there should 
be not less than eight hours a week spent 
in daytime continuation classes. The com- 
mittee also recommends that steps be taken 
to prevent school children from being em- 
ployed outside of school hours “in ways 
and to an extent which seriously interferes 
with their education;’ and it insists upon 


| physical training “as an indispensable ele- 


inent in the training both of childhood and 
adolescence.” And in conclusion the com- 
mittee declares that — 

a complete change of temper and out- 
on the part of the people of this 


country as to what they mean to make 
of their boys and girls. 
Commenting upon the “crying need for 
a definite educational policy,” The London 
Telegraph, in a recent issue, said that— 
The general level of intelligence and 
adaptability has not been raised to any- 
thing approaching what must be at- 
tained if this country is to hold its place 
in the new world that the war is bring- 
ing to birth. We may reasonably wish 
for our children that they could enjoy 
such real educational opportunities as 
have been the true foundation of the 
miraculous industrial and commercial de- 
velopment of Germany in modern times. 


And The Telegraph, together with sev- 
eral other leading British newspapers, ex- 
presses the opinion that an important 
feature of educational reform in England 
must be “more, better paid and better treat- 
ed teachers.” 

In all of which, citizens of the United 
States of America generally — especially 
those of the rural sections — may find ex- 
cellent food for some mighty: sdéber think- 
ing.

Rheims Cathedral, Proposed 
Pantheon to Allies’ Dead, 
World Famed Structure 


The proposal to convert the shattered 
cathedral of Rheims into a pantheon for the 
heroic dead of all the allied nations at the 
end of the world-war gives timely interest to 
the National Geographic Society’s bulletin 
on this great Gothic edifice. 

“Pronounced by many students of archi- 
tecture the most beautiful structure produced 
during the middle, ages, the cathedral of 
Rheimg is also one of the world’s most his- 
some of the most inspiring 
in the life of the 


toric edifices, 
and magnificent episodes 
French nation having taken place within its 


walls,” says the bulletin. 

‘It is the matchless beauty and symmetry 
of the cathedral’s west facade which distin- 
guishes it above all other ecclesiastical 
buildings of the moyen age. This front of 
the edifice, which has .been so frequently 
pictured since its disfigurement by the shell 
fire of German gunners, has three recessed 
portals which are decorated with more than 
530 statues of saints, apostles, martyrs, 
vices, virtues and historic figures, together 
with sculptured scenes of famous” events, 
Above the portals is the indescribably beau- 
tiful rose window, fully forty feet in diam- 
eter, while to their right and left the massive 
yet graceful twin towers rise to a height 
of more than 260 feet. The spires which 
were designed to crown the towers were nev- 
er built, although they had been started and 
were destroyed in the great fire of 1451, 
which consumed the roof and five lead 
spires of the north transept. 

“The most notable piece of statuary of 
the cathedral is the figure of Christ in bene- 
diction, over the smaller of the two portals 
of the north transept.- This statue, known as 
‘Le Beau Dieu,’ has been described as ‘a 
work of such beauty that it may be consid- 
ered the most solemn creation of its time.’ 


Enlarged in Thirteenth Century. 


“The wonderful simplicity and severity 
of its architectural outlines, free from the 
trappings of period ‘restorations’ can be 
attributed in large measure to the fact that 
the cathedral was rushed to completion in 
the space of 30 years (1212-1242) by the Arch- 
bishop Alberic Humbert, who employed the 
services of four great architects—Bernard 
de Soissons, Gauthfer de Reims, Jean d’'Or- 
bais and Jean Loups. During the latter 
half of the thirteenth century the completed 
structure was found to be entirely too smatl 
to accommodate the vast court assemblages 
which gathered to witness the coronations 
of the kings of France, so the nave was 
lengthened during the fourteenth century, 
under the supervision of Robert De Coucy, 
from thirteenth century designs. 

“The history of the cathedral of Rheims 
may be said properly to date from the fifth 
century, even though the structure was not 
begun until more than 700 years later. It 
was on Christmas day of the year 496 that 
St. Remigius baptized Clovis and anointed 
him, king of the Franks in the little basilica 
which stood on the site now occupied by the 
cathedral. 

Upon that occasion, according to legend, 
a dove flew down from heaven bearing a 
(Ampulla Remensis) filled with inex- 
haustible orl, with which the king was chris- 
tened. This sacred vessel was retained 
in the cathedral and offered the excuse for 
holding the subsequent coronations at 
Rheims. It was shattered during the French 
revolution, but a fragment containing a par- 
ticle of the oil was supposed to have been 
preserved and placed in a new ampoule which 
was used for the last time at the coronation 
of Charles X., in 18205. 


Where French Kings Were Crowned. 


“After Clovis, Pepin the 
crowned at Rheims by Pope Stephen II., 
Charlemagne, by Pope Leo III, and Louis 
the Debonair by Pope Stephen IV. Begin- 
ning with the Capetian dynasty all the kings 
of France were crowned either in the earlier 
church, which occupied the site, or in the 
present cathedral, except Hugh Capet, who 
was anointed at Noyon; Henry IV., who was 
invested at Chartres; Napoleon, who crowned 
himself in the cathedral of Notre Dame in 
Paris, and Louis XVIII, Louise Philippe, and 
Napoleon IIl., none of whom was ever for- 
mally crowned. 

“In all this long line of Rheims corona- 
tions, the most famous was that of Charles 
VIL, who received the kingdom of France 
at the hands of the most heroic feminine 
figure of all history—Joan of Arc. At the 
coronation of this unworthy monarch the 
Maid of Orleans stood holding the standard 
of France and at the conclusion of the cere- 
mony she knelt and, embracing his knees, 
said, ‘Noble King, now is accomplished the 
will of God, which commanded me to bring 
you to this city of Rheims to receive your 
holy unction, now that you at last are king 
and that the kingdom of France is yours.’ 

“The great organ of the Rheims cathedral] 
was installed in 1481 (the year of the great 
fire) by the master instrument maker, Oudin 
Among the most highly prized 

of the church are its famous 
tapestries, fourteen of which were the -aift 
of Robert de Lenoncourt in 15309. Others 
were presented by Cardinal de Lorraine in 
1570, and the superb tapesseries de Peper- 
sack’ (a weaver who worked for the Duke 
of Mantual) were given by Archbishop Henrt 
of Lorraine in 1633. The French government 
in 1848 added to the cathedral’s rich collec- 
tion two Gobelin tapestries, woven from 
Raphael's cartoons of St. Paul at Lystra and 
on Mar's Hill.” 
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An Odd Turn of Affairs.

The United States Bureau of Mines has 
lately issued a statement in regard to a 
Portland cement plant at Riverside, Cal., 
which shows how an apparatus, installed to 
avoid nuisance and save the health of the 
workers, has become the central feature of 
the whole establishment. 

One of the great troubles of a Portland 
cement mill is the dust. It {ts likely to dis- 
turb vegetation by settling down on, growing 
things, and it is unwholesome for the men 
employed in the mill. The factory in ques- 
tion was in trouble on this account, and it 
availed itself of Professor Cottrell’s inven- 
tion to precipitate the particles on their 
way to the stack by means of electric cur- 
rents. Now this dust contains potash, and 
so efficient is the installation that 90 per- 
cent of the content of this precious product 
is recovered in the form of potash salts. The 
present demand for potash in this country 
is something like Coal Oil Johnny's thirst, 
which, according to the legend, was un- 
quenchable. As is well known, we formerly 
obtained our entire supply from Germany, 
and these salts which they produce in Cal- 
ifornia bring as high as $400 and $450 a 
ton, and even then are hard to find. 

The Riverside concern finds that its pot- 
ash salt output pays its entire operating 
costs plus a reasonable profit, leaving the 
cement, which it will soon be producing at 
a rate of 5,000 barrels per day, as clear 
profit—“velvet” in the vernacular. It has 
no immediate market for so much cement, 
but what is not sold is kept as clinker in 
dry storage. The covering costs are slight— 
and there are worse things to own as an in- 
vestment than large quantities of Portland 
cement, especially if ig does not cost any- 


Important Bills Come Ths Week 


Before Georgia General Assembly 


After the preliminary heads of unanimous 
consent and introduction of new matter to- 
day, both houses of the general assembly will 
have under consideration general bills. 

The house will take up as unfinished 
business the bill which was under consider- 
ation Friday to allow ten days after the 
filing of bills of exceptions to carry cases 
to courts of review for the making of a 
Supersedeas bond. On account of the slen- 
der attendance and apparent lack of interest 
Friday, the friends of this measure succeed- 
ed in effecting an adjournment with the hope 
that with a fuller attendance Monday morn- 
ing the bill would pass. 

A bill which stands ahead of this on the 
calendar, but which was tabled Friday, is the 
so-called redistricting bill, providing for an 
increas® in the number of senatorial dis- 
tricts so as to make 51 in all, allowing three 
counties for each district, with the exception 
of Fulton and DeKalb which together would 
constitute one district. It will require a two- 
thirds vote to pass being a constitutional 
amendment. A motion may. be made Mon- 
day to take this bill from the table and put 
it on its passage. 

Two Special Orders. 

There are two special orders on the house 
calendar this week. The Neill primary bill 
which was vetoed by Governor Harris last 
year has been made a special order for Tues- 
Gay and the Treutlen county bill is a special 
order for Wednesday.

National Museum to [nstruct 
The Public on Fertilizers 
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Washington, July 22.—(Special.)—The Di- 
vision of Mineral Technology of the United 
States National Museum, in keeping with its 
policy of interpreting tne technical aspects 
of the mineral industry to an ever widen- 
ing public, is preparing a graphic and striking 
set of exhibits designed to present in true 
perspective the significant features of the 
fertilizer situation. 

In the entire field of mineral resources, 
there are no products more significant than 
those substances which are added to soil to 
increase its productivity, the so-called min- 
eral fertilizers such as potash, nitrogen, and 
phosphates. This has long been recognized 
by agricultural experts and progressive farm- 
ers, and is evidenced by a large and well 
organized fertilizer industry; but the funda- 
mental importance of mineral fertilizers to 
the life and well-being of the nation remains 
generally unappreciated by the public-at- 
large. The war conditions of the past three 
years, and particularly the entrance of the 
l"nited States into the world conflict, have 
given some publicity to this matter and 
considerably increased the popular interest 
in it, emphasizing in particular the extra- 
ordinary circumstance that. the United 
States was dependent upon Germany for pot- 
ash, upon Chile for nitrogen, and upon Spain 
for pyrite, which last must be had to pro- 
duce the sulphuric acid required to convert 
phosphate rock into fertilizer. But the fact 
that imports of potash and pyrite have been 
entirely cut off, and the supply of Chilean 
nitrate is disturbed and potentially en- 
dangered, has now brought the matter to a 
head; and the soaring price of fertilizers, in 
relation td the prospective shortage of food 
supply, advertises in unmistakable terms that 
the whole problem is one of the first mag- 
nitude. The fertilizer situation, however, 
is not solely of interest because of unprece- 
dented war conditions; it will become of in- 
creasin importance in the reconstruction 
days of quickened industrial development in 
the years to follow the coming of peace. 

It is important, therefore, that there 
should be an increased popular knowledge 
in regard to this important set of resources, 
so essential to modern agricultural devel- 
opment. This is particularly true because 
in the long run enlightened public opinion 
is the strongest force in our country mak- 
ing for true progress, and everything that 
raises the average of comprehension in re- 
gard to any important matter is a distinct 
step toward this desirable end. 

It is well Known that a country’s mineral 
and agricultural resources lie back of any 
real and lasting prosperity. The one fills 
the pocketbook; the other, the stomach. In 
the field of mineral fertilizer resources we 
have a common ground where mineral output 


directly influences food supply. And what 
affects both pocketbook and stomach makes

I. N. Kahn, a New York authority, and 
Somerfield, a Berlin authority, have made 
special studies of the relation of body weight 
to pulmonary tuberculosis, and their con- 
clusions are in accord. that there is no defi- 
nite relation notable in a large series of 
cases.

tain normal weight or actually gain in weight 
while under treatment. Both observers agreed 
that It 1s Only in the third stage of tuber- 
culosis, the stage of actual consumption, ad- 
vanced tuberculosis, cavity. ules ration of the 
lung, that there always a loss of body 
weight.

because an individual is normal] or above 
normal weight for one of his or her height 
and age, the possibility of tuberculosis may 
be ruled out. And experience teaches that 
It Is equally misleading to think that a young 
person who remains obstinately several 
pounds underwe must have a touch of 
tuberculosis 

Normal wetght, by the way, is merely 
the average weight of a large group of indi- 
Viduals chosen promiscuously, including the 
Rood and the bad, the thin and the fat. Per- 
haps what we are accustomed to calling nor- 
mal weight in this country is really a little 
above the standard of efficieney. because 
there is no question that a sad majority of 
us are too stout, and when we grow too stout 
we do it very thoroughly, as a rule. There

Can vou advise a good 
hair tonic for me? (G. W.S.) 

ANSWER—Shampoo at least every week. 
or twice or three times a week if necessary 
to keep scalp free of dandruff. Do vour own 
shampooing, and rinse the hair and scalp re- 
peatedly with tepid water to remove all soap 
After shampoo, rub into scalp 4 2 per cent 
solution of salicylic acid in alcohol: this mav 
be prepared, if vou like, by dissolving about 
a dram (60 grains) of saliecvlic acid in six 
ounces of your favorite toilet water. A little 
of the same solution may be applied with 
fingertips to scalp night and morning Be 
sure to clean hair brush ag often as you sham- 
poo head, and let it stand as much as pos- 
sible in sunlight. Also expose head to sun- 
light whenever possible, to stimulate hair 
growth and discourage the germs which cause 
dandruff and falling hair.

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Buy Flour in Small Quantities. 


Buy flour in small quantities and protect 
it carefully from spoilage, is the keynote 
De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Sound flour milled from standard wheat 
exhibits very little tendency to decompose 
when stored in a proper manner. Never- 
theless, there is considerable loss of flour 
through spoilage as a result of improper 
storage; particularly during the summer 
months, Flour dealers naturally have to 
carry in storage an amount of flour propor- 
tionate to the current needs of their trade. 
Housekeepers on the farm and in thie city 
should purchase flour in accordance with 
their needs only. It is false economy for 
the housekeeper to purchase larger amounts 
of flour than can be used within a reason- 
able length of time. This may be a barre! 
for a large family; more often it will be 
the 50-pound sack. Any storage of flour 
in excess of the consumer's needs consti- 
tutes hoarding which, under present cir- 
cumstances, is an unethical and reprehen#- 
ble practice, of no profit to individual 
who practices it, but injurious the best 
interests of the people. 

Since it is the duty of everyone in the 
present situation particularly to avoid all 
waste, it is incumbent upon each one’ so to 
store the normal stock of flour ag to elimi- 
nate all waste whatsoever. The precautions 
that are required have been well worked out 
in practice and are stated as follows by 
spectalists in the department of agriculture, 

There three cardinal principles of 
flour storage. Flour should not be stored 
in the cellar, since the cellar is rarely free 
from dampness, even though special flour 
bins have been built in. It is common to 
find odors in a cellar and flour absorbs 
odors and is contaminated by them. The 
cellar is cool, but is usually too damp. Flour 
should not be stored in the attic of the 
usual type. The temperature is too high in 
summer, there is no circulation of air, ana 
the flour is likely to acquire a musty odor. 
Flour should not be stored in the pantry 
or kitchen except in small qauntities since 
the temperature is certain to be uneven and 
the flour is likely to be contaminated by 
odors.

room for storage of non- 
odorous commodities. Such a room is best 
located on the north side of the building. 
It should be ventilated and a cool and even 
temperature should be maintained. Where 
such a room is not available a closet may 
fit the requirements well. The bins or con- 
tainers should be kept clean, and when an 
old stock of flour is exhausted, the con- 
tainer should be carefully cleaned before 
a new stock is placed. 

Naturally, the flour must be guarded from 
vermin.

On account of the present situation and 
feeble defense of the frontiers the colonels 
of the Second brigade of the first division 
of the militia of Georgia will endeavor to 
furnish two men for nine months from 
each company of infantry under their com- 
mand, to be computed from the time of 
their being called into service. The of- 
ficers commanding them will be taken by 
seniority from the brigade, provided they 
are the best qualified for acthal service. 
Companies voluntarily furnishing men will 
be saved from repeated drafts, and will be 
exempt from ail duty except in time of 
actual invasion or an offensive operation. 
The sums the companies will have to con- 
tribute in addition to the pay the men will 
receive whilst in service will be trifling 
compared with the protection afforded the 
frontiers, and the advantage derived by 
being released from repeated drafts. The 
citizens will no doubt cheerfully acquiesce in 
the measure, but should such not be the case, 
the colonela are ordered then to cause a 
draft of two men from each company 
are to remain on duty three months from 
the time of;their marching, and to hold 
themselves in readiness for service on the 
shortest notice.

EMBARGOED FOR EXPORT 


Tabulation Succeeds Incorrect 
Statement Given Out 
Last Week. 


Washington, July 22.—A new official 
lis of all the articles for which export 
licenses now are required Was promul- 
fated tonight by the exports council, 
which said in an accompanying state- 
ment that the tabulation “supersedes an 
unauthorized and incorrect statement 
hitherto published.” Although no other 
explanation was forthcoming, it was 
noted that a number of commodi- 
ties announced last week by the coun- 
cil’s advisory board as requiring export 
licenses are omitted or given different 
descriptions in the new list. The ad- 
Visory board has been in direct charge 
of the details of administering export 
control, and the general understanding 
had been that all designations of 
licensed commodities would be made by 
the council itself. 

The council's new complete list fol- 
lows:

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PLEA OF RAILROADS 


War Board Urges Non-Essen- 
tial Construction Be Stopped 
During the War. 


Washineton, July 23 The rail- 
roads’ war board has addressed a plea 
to public and all 
State, county and municipal authorities 
throughout the United States, urging 
‘O-Operation with the railroads in a sus- 
pension during the period of the war of 
“all efforts not designed to help direct- 
ly in winning the war. The specific 
Suggestions which the railroads’ war 
board makes to all such authorities are 
embodied in a letter forwarded by 
Chairman Fairfax Harrison. In that 
letter Mr. Harrison savs: 

“The present emergency has imposed 
upon the railroads a very unusual strain 
in transporting men, food, coal, muni- 
tions and materials in augmented quan- 
tity. This burden, while cheerfully un- 
dertaken, requires every ounce of en- 
ergy, every unit of rolling stock, every 
dollar of capital, every bit of supplies 
and coal which the railroads can com- 
mand. 

“It is the opinion of this committee 
that all efforts not designed to help di- 
rectly in winning the war should be 
Suspended during the period of the war. 
Indeed, this is obviously the thought of 
President Wilson in his appeal to the 
countrvy on April 16, 1917, which inelud- 
ed the following statement: ‘It is evi- 
dent to every thinking man that our in- 
dustries must be made more prolific and 
more efficient than ever, and that they 
must be more economically managed 
and better adapted to the particular re- 
quirements of our task than they have 
been.’ 

“Therefore, this committee earnestly 
recommends that during the war the 
railroads be required by the public au- 
thorities to make improvements and 
carry out projects involving the ex- 
penditure of money and labor only when 
they are absolutely essential for war 
purposes or public safety. The prevail- 
ing high interest rate on money, the dif- 
ficulty of raising money in competition 
with the tax free issues of the govern- 
ment, the excessive cost of supplies and 
labor, the delay in obtaining material, 
the possible blockade of traffic and the 
diversion of labor all contribute to make 
non-essential construction undesirable 
during the war. 

“The committee considers that the 
erection of new stations and elimina- 
tion of grade crossings are among the 
non-essential improvements which 
should be deferred at this time. We re- 
spectfully sugeest that the basis for 
consideration of new projects at this 
time should be the increase in the ca- 
pacity of the carriers for national] serv- 
ice. Furthermore, we urge your co- 
gperation in eliminating all passenger 
service which is merely convenient and 
not justified by public necessity during 
the present emergency situation.”
